A telegram from Trieste of the 24th says, “ Letters from 
Ragusa speak of a sanguinary collision which took place 
at Gasko, in the Herzegovine ; the Mussulmans attacked 
the Christians, and massacred even women and chil- 
dren. Ali Pacha, commanding in the country, was not 
able either to foresee or prevent the dreadful acts. 
Durvich Pacha has arrived, but too late to be of use.“ 
A letter from Smyrna of the 12th says :—“ The Turkish 
steam-corvette Ismir put in here yesterday, on her way 
from the coast of Syria to Constantino 4 having on 
board Kurjid Pacha, ex-Governor of ut, whom 
Fuad Pacha, after a minute investigation, has declared 
guilty of high treason. At Smyrna, subscriptions have 
been made for the Christians in Syria, and provisions of 
all kinds and other necessaries have been sent to Bey- 
rout to supply their wants.” The Count d’Aquila, 
uncle to the King of Naples, is still here ; be has written 
a letter to one of the journals, known to be favourable 
to Italy, in which he explains the cause of his banish- 
ment. He says the details of the circumstances under 
which he received his order to leave, and which have 
been already published, are quite correct, with the 
exception of his having hoisted the Brazilian flag in his 
schooner. He had three Italian flags flying, so it was 
unnecessary, he says, for him to hoist one of 
country. He also denies having joined any conspiracy, 
and publishes a letter trom his nephew, which is cer- 
tainly not written in the strain adopted to con- 
spirators. Prince Napoleon has returned from Swit- 
zerland. 


Another correspondent, writing under date Paris, 
August 25, informs us :— 

The expectations that the Emperor would pronounce 
at Lyons a pacific speech, forming a counterpart to the 
celebrated one of Bordeaux in 1852, appear to have been 
fulfilled. A laconic telegram states that he said on the 
occasion of the inauguration of the Palace of Commerce : 
In spite of foreign misgivings you may be well assured 
that the Government will resolutely IR on the works 
of peace.” Although these words, correctly re- 
ported, may be considered gnerulons on account of 
that tone of injured innocence which the Emperor 
loves to assume, I really believe that his present 
policy is a peaceable one. It is, indeed, hard to think 
that a man wielding his immense power, and — 
to be always in the right, should resign himself to 
have it said that his programme of Villafranca was 
one of the greatest mistakes of the century, and that 
he who has so much to fear from the contagion of a 
free government on his frontier should connive at the 
ar grandisement of a dynasty which relies entirely 
upon unadulterated popularity and genuine suffrage. 
Nevertheless, I have some reason to believe that 
the Emperor, wisely choosing the least of two evils, 
has made up his mind to run the risk of the revo- 
lutionary fever spreadin to France, and hopes to 
stand accredited as the real liberator of Italy. His game 
now is, to say that when he consented to the peace of 
Villafranca, his band was forced from the fear of a 
general war, and that he isin reality glad to see that 
events for which he is in no way responsible, are likely 
se realise his original programme of the “freedom of 
Italy from the Alps to the Adriatic.” I have great 
reason to think that the Emperor, those 
“ pernicious doctrines,” of M. About’s pamphlet which 
the Pope denounced, will not subs guarantee 
his Holiness anything more than the possession of the 
Vatican and a potato garden.” In regard to Venice, 
the Emperor, supposing him to remain steadfast in this 
“ order of ideas, expects that when all the rest of Italy 
shall be united under the sceptre of the King of Sar- 
dinia, Austria will be so convinced of the impossibility

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SECRET POISONING, 

The trial of Winslow, on a charge of m Mrs. 
James, at Liverpool, by the administration of antimony 
has ended in a verdict by the fury of “ Not guilty.” 
Year by year the ghastly array of victims, in England 
to or to the knife stretches out an 
longer; while the resources of science for the detection 
of the former, or, at least, the confidence of the public 
in the value of those resources, as at present applied, are 
diminishing. Murder effected under any other circum- 
stances seems of minor criminality compared with those 
cases in which the murderer takes off his victim by 
poison, The details of their accomplishment, and the 
scenes which they disclose, seem to belong rather to the 
world of flends than of human beings. 

That very confidence which we repose in those alone 
with whom the ties of friendship and of mutual good 
offices teach us to feel we are safe; is the means of 
access which the poison-murderer lays hold of to ap- 
proach his unsuspecting victim.

tween the victim and the accused was free and unrestrai 
ed, so much the more will suspicion attach, on account of 
the increased facilities thus for the commission of 
the crime. This feature in it, together with the dreadful 
consciousness that the blow is dealt by an unseen hand, 
tends to blight, with ite fell influences, the most endearing 
relations of life. It invades and throws a doubt on the 
security even of the domestic circle, thus shaking the 
very corner-stone of society; while the almost imper- 
ceptible traces which the agent itself leaves behind it 
of its fatal action, and the difficulty of distinguishing 
its tion, when skilfully ad from the 
work ge of natural disease, Almost paralyse the efforts 
of justice. time, vietim after victim is struck 
down as by an unseen hand, and the press of England, 
sharing the doubts to which we have already referred 
of the value of the resources of science, as at present 
made available for detection of the guily, confesses 
“that the powers of darkness have, for the present, a 
tem advan * 

e diffusion of scientific knowledge, while it exerts 
so mighty an influence on the welfare of our race, brings 
with it, at the same time, increased facilities t the 
workers of iniquity. It not only ems as if intended 
to remind man that the greater the resources he is per- 
mitted to avail himself of, so much the greater effort is 

uired of him to ensure their use aright, but it actually 

ints to the humiliating fact, that the higher the civi- 
isation we attain to the darker will at times be the 
wickedness it veils. It is to be hoped that the resources 
of justice will triumph in the end; but it must be 
acknowledged that the dreaded crimes we are speaking 
of seem for the moment to elude its grasp. 

Here, then, is the point. With an increased facility for 
their commission the crimes themselves are increasing, 
while confidence in the reliability of the means used for 
their detection has been rudely shaken. What is called 
scientific evidence has of late been leant upon in every 
case upon which it could be imagined to have any bear- 
ing ; and we are bound to say that it is no 
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trocious of crimes.— Evening Mail.
